93% rfSet Goal 

L.M.-Narberth Bond 
Sales Total $2,649,475 
Through June 5 

Total sales of $2,649,475 in the 
Seventh War Loan Drive have 
been recorded in Lower Merion 
and Narberth. it was announced 
yesterday by Thomas Barnes, 11, 
general chairman of the bond 
committee. The quota was set at 
$2,968,000. 

At the end of the third week. 
E bond sales totaled $860,575 or 
32 per cent of the E bond quota. 

At the end of the first week 
the Lower Merion and Narberth 
sales totaled 55 per cent of the 
quota. 

Those communities which are 
largging behind in their bond 
sales are Ardmore Business dis- 
trict. North Ardmore, South Aid- 
more. Bryn Mawr. Haverford, 
Merion and West Manayunk. 

In North Ardmore a unique rec- 
ord is being made by Roger A. 
Driscoll, St. George Apt., who, 
without any quota, has person- 
ally sold $128,000. 

In an effort to increase bond 
sales four local movie houses will 
give a movie ticket to thohe per- 
sons having bought bonds in the 
Seventh War Loan. These movie 
houses are the Suburban. Ard- 
more. the Seville. Bryn Mawr. the 
Wayne.

34 Patrols Receive 
Ratings At Outing 

Court of Honor to Be 
June 12; List Awards 
Presented at Meeting 

Thirty-four patrols won A 
ratings at the annual Camporee of 
the Main Line District. Boy Scouts, 
held Saturday and early Sunday 
at Wayne. Thirteen patrols receiv- 
ed B ratings and five C ratings. 

The A rating represented 85 per- 
cent or better in the various 
phases of campcraft. It was won 
by two or more patrols of each of 
five troops, these being: 

Penn Wynne 1, four patrols; 
Penn Valley 1, three patrols; Ard- 
more 1. two patrols; Ardmore 2, 
two patrols, and Bryn MUawr 1, 
four patrols. 

Troop awards, indicating that 
50 per cent or more of its patrols 
qualified for A or B ratings, and 
that other requirements were com- 
plied with, were won by 12 troops. 
These were: Merion 1 and 2, Penn 
Valley 1. Bala 1 and 3, Ardmore 2 
and 3, Bryn Mawr 1 and 3.

'B' Card Holders 
To Apply by Mail 

All holders of "B" gasoline ra- 
tions who believe they are entitled 
to increased rations should apply 
by mail to their local boards. Hen- 
ry H. Perry, chairman of the Bryn 
Mawr War Price and Rationing 
Board, announced this week. 
♦Under the new gasoline regula- 
tion, effective June 11. "B" card 
holders, who can prove need for 
extra gasoline may now be allowed 
up to 650 miles instead of the 
former maximum of 325. 

The issuance of extra gasoline 
will be expedited and ration board 
work lightened if these persons, 
will apply by mail instead of in 
person. Perry said. 

Perry also announced that ap- 
plicants should fill out Form R- 
535, which was sent motorists 
with their last ration renewal, and 
mail it to their local boards along 
with their mileage record and a 
letter citing proof of the need for 
a ration increase. 

Those motorists who do not 
have an R-535 form should apply 
bv letter or post card to the ra- 
tion board. This same form is to 
be used whether the motorist's ra- 
tion is due for renewal or he needs 
the increased ration without wait- 
ing for the renewal time. 

Perrv explained that where the 
local board finds the applicant 
has made his need for an increased 
ration clear, the coupons will be 
mailed to him. Should there be 
a doubt as to the need for more 
gasoline the board may call the 
motorist in for a hearing. 



Fuel Applications 
Processed Speedily 

75 Per Cent of Fuel Oil 
Requests Have New 
Been Processed 



Representing 75 per cent of the 
eligible applicants for fuel oil ra- 
tions, all applications which have 
reached the Ardmore War ' Price 
and Rationing Board have been 
processed, it was announced by 
the board this week. 

It is expected that some of the 
rations will not be mailed until 
sometime in July, as the coupons 
this year are being issued by the 
Issuance Center in Philadelphia 
rather than by the board as in 
previous years. 

The board has received only 
about 15 per cent of the. canning 
sugar applications, 

Henry M. Harman, chairman of 
the board, is urging those persons 
who are applying for canning 
sugar to read over the application 
obtainable at the Board office very 
carefully before filling it out. All 
questions must be answered and 
this year's application is to be 
checked against last year's. 

The board offices are open each 
week .day from 9 A. M. until 3 P. 
M.; on Saturday from 9 A. M. un- 
til noon and on Tuesday from 7 
until 9 P. M. After sugar appli- 
cations have been filled out they 
may be mailed in and a personal 
call is unnecessary.

Court Rules Veterans Released 
On Points Can Register to Vote 



Discharged war veterans can 
vote irw the Delaware County Pri- 
mary Election if they register be- 
tween now and election day, June 
19th. 

A test case brought by the Del- 
aware County Commissioners in 
an effort to allow recently dis- 
charged veterans to vote in the 
primary resulted in an unanimous 
decision by the three judges of 
the Delaware County Common 
Pleas Court which may set a 
state-wide precedent permitting 
veterans to be registered within 
the 30 day pre-election deadline. 

The case was that of Staff Ser 
geant Cyril McKeown. 25, 
Manchester Ave., Media.

$13,000S Plan 
To Clean Up River 

Announcement that a $13,000,- 
000 engineering plan for the res- 
toration of Schuylkill River from 
Norristown to Philadelphia would 
be proposed to Congress, was made 
at a testimonial dinner in Phila- 
delphia this week. The plan in- 
cludes that section of the river 
which touches Lower Merion 
Township. 

There were 250 present for the 
dinner, given by the Interstate 
Commission on the Delaware Riv- 
er Basin in the Bellevue-Stratford 
Hotel. 

Col. Albert H. Burton, U. S. 
Army engineers, told of the plan. 
If approved by Congress the Fed- 
eral project will tie-in with the 
work of purification being under- 
taken by the State in the upper 
waters of Schuylkill.

There's no intent to make this the begfn- 
ning of a letter-writing contest, but our good 
friend Lou Young started this "thinking lor 
oneself" idea and "making known one's posi- 
tion" notion, backed up with the ponderous idea 
that he's lived in our good Town twenty-two 
"years. Well, so what? 

The writer has lived here 35 years, and. like 
Lou. has reached the ripe old age where he 
sometimes thinks, but I haven't reached the age 
where I conclude that the other fellow "doesn't 
think" just because he doesn't happen to aftrce 
with my conclusions. Nor have I ever shirked 
making my position known, as witness my name 
on the "Colelli Committee."

Made by Swope Family 

Speaking to the graduating 
class of Bryn Mawr College at 
commencement exercises held on 
Tuesday, Owen Lattimore, direc- 
tor of the Walter Hlnes Page 
School of International Relations 
of Johns* Hopkins University, told

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Council of Defense

The Pennsylvania State Coun- 
cil of Defense has repealed all 
rules and regulations with re- 
gard to blackout equipment, 
movement of vehicles, marking 
of vehicles, control of vehicular 
traffic, practice air raids, and the 
use of sirens. 

The Lower Merion Council of 
Defense at its meeting last week 
voted to discontinue all the ar- 
rangements for the public alarm 
system throughout the Township 
and also to close the several Rec- 
tor headquarters.

and publishers did much to shape 
the development x>f American 
thought. The novels of the first 
American man of letters, Charles 
Brockden Brown, were printed in 
Philadelphia before the close of 
the 18th Century. Both Edgar 
Allen Poe and James Greenleaf 
Whittler were editors of Philadel- 
phia magazines, and it was a 
Philadelphia publisher who print- 
ed Walt Whitman's "Leaves of 
Grass", generally recognized as 
the most outstanding work ever 
produced by an American poet. 
Pittsburgh was for many years the 
only publishing center West of the 
Alleghenies. 

The growth of the publishing 
industry in the state has been 
continuous from the days of Wil- 
liam Bradford. The remarkable 
series of religious books written 
and printed at the Ephrata Clois- 
ters, before the middle of the 18th 
Century, are among the finest ex- 
amples of the printer's art ever 
produced in the Western world. 
Today, after more than 200 years, 
the publication of books and 
magazines in the Commonwealth 
is an industry showing a continu- 
ous growth in influence and im- 
portance. Every month nearly five 
million copies of four leading 
agricultural magazines are issued 
from the presses of the State. 
More than twenty-two million 
copies of Pennsylvania's five most 
popular general magazines are 
printed every month, and the 
monthly total of all periodicals 
published in the Commonwelth is 
nearly thirty million, which does 
not include many millions of 
periodicals printed here for pub- 
lishers in other states, 

The solid character of Pennsyl- 
vania's place in the publishing 
world is shown by the fact that 
most of its leading publishers also 
print their own books and maga- 
zines. The State stands first in 
books, and second in periodicals 
printed and published by the same
